(Jlevelanu, Jane b.— Diaputches re- 
c«ired from points along the line of the 
Baltimore and Ubio, Cleveland, Lorrain 
and Wheeling, and Wheeling and Lake 
Erie railrua lu, iu xuiitliem Ohio, indicate 
that • struggle between the ttriking 
mlnen on one side and United Btatefl 
deputy marslials ami state militia on 
the other, will not ocotir when attempts 
are made to move the blockaded tiOa^ 
trains. A force of marshals is at 
Bridgeport, and between 1,000 and 2,000 
state militiamen are scattered over 
QvmoMeiy, Belmont and Mnakingnm 
coimtiee. 

The depaty marshals visit(nl the vari 
OQS places on the linun of thu Cleveland 
Lorrain and Whwliny roads wliere 
trains were blockaded, and read to thu 
BtrikMt the injunction issned by Jndge 
Taft of the United States court in Cin- 
cinnati. This was preliminary to the 
attempt to niovo tlio trains by force if 
the mt-n oiler any resistance to th« 
' court's or ler. The fulurtj events are 
awaited with a great deal . ol appre- 
hensioB. 

AT CA MBjRID QE, O.

Ar»ln Starlet 

Camukidhk, June 8.— Adjutiiut (}''n- 
eral Howe, with 1,'JOO men, arrived hore 
at 10 o'clock yesterday with a sjiecial 
train of cars. They aro I'rum thu 
Eighth, Fourteenth and tiuv ujitvunth 
'regiments, with Batteries U and O, 
Fmt artfUery carrying two Gatling and 
two field pieces. The regiments are in 
command of Coloaals Cdt, Hamilton 
and Brush. They proceeded at once to 
Scott's mines, or Mineral Siding, four 
miles east of Cambrid^w, where no re- 
sistance was shown by the miners, who 
had tji^cen to the woods earlier in thu 
aoomliut to avoid summons iu iujuuc- 
tion proceedings placed in the hands of 
the sEeriff by the Baltimore and Ohio 
c<raBpany< 

The trains that had been held np there 
for two days wero foqnd to be in bad 
(Condition, partly unloaded, coupling' 
piss and chains all thrown into the 
creek, paclciug taken from the wheels 
and in some cases the ends of the cars 
sledged in. By 4 o'clock all waa cleared 
np and moved oat. 

About half the troopa, with two field 
pieces, were sent on to J<'ranklln' and the 
remainder are in camp at tioott's mines, 
with guards and jackets unt. 

No violence has occurred since the 
stoning of a train Wednesday, and the 
wild stories about dynamiting the tun- 
nel and tampering with bridges were 
unfounded. 

A report came here yesterday evening 
that Company M of the Fourteenth regi- 
ment of Now Philadelphia bad been de- 
tained at Canal Dover, and that strikers 
are teartag np the truck at Sugar Creek. 

Two more companies, one of the 
Beventil and the other of the Fourteenth, 
have just arrived and will be dispatdied 
at once to Dover to relieve Conipiiny M, 
with sealed orders from the oommauckr- 
in-chief. 

There are no fears of serious complicu- 
tiuiis lieru. Tho guards are comfortably 
quartered in their cars. 

XxpMtlag Troabl*. 

Bbllairk, O., Jnne 8.— The sitnatiou 
here indicates that there will be tronble 
when the attempt is made by the mili- 
tary to push coal trains throogh the 
■trikers' lines at McCalinsviUe. Ttie 
men are anmons for the war to begin, 
and the soldiers are doubtless ready to 
obey orders, even though most of 
them sympatbice with the motive of the 
miners. 

At Wheeling Creek, near Bridgeport, 
the miners have 100 pounds of dynamite 
and small arms in profusion. They 
have warned all iieople away from their 
camp, and threaten to throw venture- 
some reporters into the river.

ATTIMPT T O WffEC K A UlATN. 

Fifty Paanfngerrn on Hoard, lAu No One 
Wii* Sorlonsly Hurt. 

Alb\.vv, Juns 8. An attempt was 
made to wreck the passenger train, due 
here at 7:40 p. m., at Rockfeller's Cross- 
ing, three miles west of Albany, on the 
Delaware and Hudson last night. A stray 
rail bad been fastened across the track 
by means of heavy pieces of angle iron. 

The train crashed into theobatmotion 
and tore off tbe fastenings. The rail 
was carried along under the cowcatcher 
for several hundred feet before the train 
could be stopped. The train did not 
leave the tracks. There were about 50 
passengers aboard, but barring a shake- 
up, no one was injured. It u believed 
that the train arrived at the scene be- 
fore the villains bad completed their job. 

Two men, George Herbst and Wil- 
liam Klein, a cigariuaker and moulder 
respectively, claiming Albany as their 
home, were captured by Conductor .lohn 
C:>^ilespie and Engineer Fred Parsons on 
the nracks ahead of the wrecking spot. 
They bad a lantern and some fishing 
tackle, and claimed they bad been fish- 
ing. A revolver was found on one of 
the men. They protest their innocence. 

Late Wednesday evening the Dela- 
ware and Hudson train, leaving Albany 
at 6:15, was stoned at the same spot.

I.VDi AN'AiMi.is, June Judge Win- 
ters declare 1 another dividund in thu 
Iron Hall nceiversaip yesterday. The 
attorneys for the receiver met with the 
court and advised with liim ah>To the 

Sracticabilitv of declannj; the divi- 
end. The figures submitted by Receiver 
Failey. ba^cd on the probabilities, almost 
precluded thu iMjssibility Of 1^ declara- 
tion of a dividend. 

It was the intention of Judge Winters

I hie last About a year afo Mr. Faber 
j while f riinmin;? a corn inadvertently per- 
! niitted the blade to cut into the quick. 

"Manifestations of blood poisoning 
wore followed uy one of his toes mortify- 
ing, the member thus afflicted not being 
the original seat of trouble. Amputation 
was resorted to and it was supposed that 
the unfortunate man had conquered the 
evil of havinjt his limb literally dccayinc, 
but the deadly poison attacked another 
toe, which was severed, and to his hor- 
ror still another shared the same fate. 

"A consultation of learned physicians 
was had when the general distribution of 
the poison was thus shown by the maimed 
foot turning black, and ouce more the 
surgeon's knife was called into requisition 
and the entire foot was cut otf at the 
ankle joint. 

" The affiicted man was greatly reduced 
in vitality after these successive amputa- 
tions, and he bade fair to recover, but he 
seemed doomed to bo obliged to snfTer a 
fourth cutting, for the ominous hue began 
to spread over the entire surface below 
the knee joint. 

"The decision was to amputate the 
limb at that point, but the proepect of 
another reason of a;.'niiy was too much 
for Mr. Faber to endure, and debilitatetl, 
weak, exhausted, and appearing but a 
wreck of the pt.nlwart powerful six-foof 
man his friends knew so well, kindly ' 
death mercifully closed his eyelids. 

" Mr. Faber was well-known among 
early river men a.s conducting a sample 
room on Main street, near Front street, 
in that city.

President Dole, in bus addiv.ss before 
convention, outlined fully tlie work it 
has to do, and ft ited clearly the reasons 
which had coiuptlled a change of jilaiw 
by the i)r'Mideiit and advisory council 
from aunt xaii in to the Lj'nited Htates to 
the en at inn if an independent republic. 
He gave utterance also to this signifi- 
cant espressiou. 

"Although the establishment of a 
fundamental law which sliall, as soon as 
jKJSsihle. i)rovi(k' for the safe and jht- 
manent adiaiuislratioii of affairs ni)on 
tlie principles of a rejiuhlican form of 
governmi nt. will lie a parumount object 
to your deliberalions, me urigiudi jjur 
liose of the provisional government to 
negotiate a treaty of political union with 
the great and friendly nation be as fully 
recognized by you as a vital policy of 
tlie new reiiublic. ,-is it has bStD for the 
provisional ^coveriiiiient." 

LNjjiies oi the proposed new constitn 
tion are now oiitainable, and several 
havt' been foi warded to Sau Francisco 
All copies of tlie document was forward- 
wl in this corresiKjndenco. The constitu- 
tion is an exact model of that of the 
United .States, .and many of its \)To 
visions are taken bodily from some of 
tile state constitutions. Its salient 
features are the great powers invested 
in the e.Tecutive, the liinitations on tlie 
elective fraucnise and the various pro 
visiun.s designed to jjlace permanent con- 
trol of the future republic in the hands 
of its present guardians and their suc- 
cessors, who sliall carry out their ixjlicy. 

The steamc'r iwalani returned 
Tuesday from tho Necker island 
Minister of the Interior King, at 
tho head of the e.xp.-dition, raised 
the Hawaiian flag over Little Lava 
Kock, and Hawaii now owns more 
jiroperty. Tho new aciiuisitiou is a per 
fectly b.irren island of no use whatever, 
except as a i)o88ible fefttlBg plaoa for tile 
proiio.sed cable. 

The Japanese question is again a 
Source of annoyance to tho government. 
It is generally understood that the Jap- 
anese intend pushing tho ijuestion of 
franihise. R, W. Irwin, Hawaiian 
minister to Japan, arrived recently with 
disjiatches from tlie Japanese govern 
meiit and create<l (juite a sensation, bat 
Irwin has {Hisitively stated that JaiMkn 
makes no absolute demands. 

Decoration day was celebrated yester- 
day. All the government Irooj® turned 
out, and accompanied by Admiral 
Walker and his stall, with a largo de- 
taihnient of siilors and marines from 
the Philadelphia, mai-ched|to the oeiae- 
tsry.

Sulphur stimulates its growth, but is too 
odorifenms to be pleasant. Simple meaa- 
urem in this matter, as in most others, are 
best. The hair may be washed as frequent- 
ly as necessary, for if it is quickly dried a 
bath does it no harm and greatly improves 
its appearance. A little common salt, fine 
toilet soap, ammonia or alcohol may be 
added to the water and the hair afterward 
be dried in the sun or by artificial heat. It 
should not be touched with brush or comb 
until it is thorouKhly dry. This treatment 
will keep it cleau and soft, and no hair is 
beautiful without tbeee attribatss, no mat- 
ter what its color or thickness.
